An examination of the statistical tables, to which we 
invite your attention, will show the record of the past 
school year, and its attendant expenses, but no report, 
printed or verbal, can show the Practical results of this 
expenditure of time and money. Only personal observa- 
tion of the actual work in the school room can do this, 
and your committee, after such observation are satisfied 
that earnest and faithful work has been accomplished by 
both teachers and pupils, and that commendable progress 
has been made in all the schools. 

The most serious drawback to success in our schools is 
irreguiar attendance. If parents could realize the injury 
inflicted by such irregularity, not only upon their own 
children, but upon those who attend constantly, we be- 
lieve there would be an improvement in this respect, and 
we ask their co-operation with us in our efforts to enforce 
a more regular attendance. 

As a means towards the accomplishment of this end, it 
is deemed best, next year, to adopt the use of report 
eards, which will show each child’s weekly record in its 
studies, deportment and attendance, and we respectfully 
urge the parents to give each record a careful examination 
before signing it. 

We wish the parents would show more interest in the 
welfare of the schools by giving them more of their per- 
sonal presence. Do no wait for the last day, but go in 
and see what the children are doing in their regular, 


every-day work. Such a manifestation of interest would 
stimulate the children to better work, encourage the 
teacher and be a source of satisfaction to the visitor, thus 
proving a benefit to all concerned. 

No change in text-books has been made the past year, 
but Redway’s Natural Geography has been used in one 
school with such satisfactory results as to warrant its 
general adoption next year. Dictionaries have been placed 
in all the schools at a cost of $2.50 each. ‘There is a 
need of more reference books in the school room, and a 
modest expenditure of money for encyclopedias would, in 
the judgment of your committee, prove to be a good in- 


vestment.
